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New Orleans, August 6.—Though there 
was an increase today over yesterday in 
the number of fatalities, the fact that 
the whole yellow fever situation, is to 
pass immediately to the control of the 
federal government, has had such an en- 
couraging effect locally that {ft is felt 
on all, sides that there has been a dis- 
tinct improvement over conditions during 
the past few days. 

‘There are n@turally exaggerated Ideas 
among. the masses as to what federal 
@ntro! involves, and belief exists here 
and there that United States troops are 
to be put Into service, that much the 
same conditions are to prevall as when 
the army of occupation took charge of 
Havana, and that police authority of 
both state and city is to be superseded. 

None of these conditions are of course 
to came to pass. The city is to continue 
to exercise its police authority in co- 
operation with the federal surgeons, the 
Bunicjpal authorities and the citizens 
@mmittee are to carry on the campaiga

The archbishop has just concluded a 
tour of all the pdafishes, where he haa 
confirmed, classes. 

Dr. Larue is unable to trace the tn- 
fection, as the archbishop has not been 
out of*his residence but once in a week 
or more, when he took a short carriage 
ride, accoftmpanied by his niece. . He has 
not been in the infected district, though 
there are cases of fever not far from 
his residence.

At its meeting tonight Post BE, Travel-

Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, made a speech on 
current political issues which held the 
close attention ef his heaférs and elic- 
ited their frequent approval. 

The occasion was simply a neighbor- 
hood barbecue to which Mr. Hal) had 
been invited by a number of friends, and 
notwithstanding the fact that it was not 
a pubitc gathering, the sixth. district was 
here en masse. Major W. W. Thomas, a 
well known Confederate vegeran, a for- 
mer member of the state university facul- 
ty and several times representative of his 
county in the legislature, was master of 
ceremonies, and presided with grace and 
dignity over_ the inform® gathering. 

Mr. Hal] spoke from a big spring wag- 
on which was haule@-up under the shade 
of a large oak tree, and around this his 
hearers gathered and listened closely to 
what he had fo say. He was introduced 
to his audience in a few appropriate 
words by Major Thomas, and began at 
once to say things about conditions in 
Georgia, which impressed his hearers. 

Mr. Hall rapped all of the candidates 
for governor, Hoke Smith, Clark Howell, 
Dick Russel] and Jim Smith, but he paid 
especial attention to. the candidacy of 
Hoke Smith, which in many respects he 
considered most remarkable.

Captain Evan P. Howell, pioneer cit- 
izen of Atlanta. former mayor of tae 
city, and for a long number of years 
editor in chief of The Constitution, is in 
a dying condition at his home in West 
End. ‘ 

The physicians at his bedside practi- 
cally gave up hope for his recovery 
shortly after midnight. last night, when 
a decided change for tne worse get in. 
At that hour he lapsed into unconscious- 
ness, from which he may never be 
aroused. , 

Of vigorous life and fine vitality, ft 
was felt by the attending physicians 
that he might last twenty-four’ hours, 
but beyond that time the chances” are 
against him. 

Captain Howell hag been in a serious 
eondition for three weeks as the result 
of an aggravated carbuncle on the back, 
between the shoulders. 

A complication in of 
a diebetic trouble tended’ to make his 
eondition more serious to'his family and 


attending physicians. : 

His pulse remained normal] througaout 
the past week and up to 5_o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon. when he fell asleep 
for a short time, after the carbuncle had 
been redressed. During the evening he 
remained cheerful and in his accustomed 
spirit and it was believeed that his con- 
dition was better than it had been at 
any time during 4Gis illness. Captain 
Howell himself belfleved that his condi- 
tion was improved. 

Grave Condition Develops. 

Toward midnight, however, blood poison 
from the carbuncle, Which up to that 
time had been successfully controlled, 
reached out-in an acute form. The pa- 
tient quickly passed into unconscilous- 
ness, and the grave developments which 
the physicians had fought against set 
in. The members of Captain cdowell's 
family were at his bedside lias: night 
ang received the sad intelligence that the 
end was near. Dr. W. A. Crowe andi 
Dr. W. P. Nicolson, who have been at-

tion had passed beyond control; that he 
might last twénty-four hourg and possi- 
bly a little longer, but that the chances 
were all against him. ‘ 

The change in hig condition has come 
as a severe shock to his family, who 
cherished the hope that his cheerful mood 
just preceding the grave change could be 
taken as a sign for the better. Only. last 
Friday evening he came into the dining 
room iti his rolling chair, indicating im- 
provement both in strength and spirit.

south. Captain Howell is a native of 
Forsyth (now Milton) county, Georgia. 
At the age of i2 years his father moved 
to Atlanta. Here the son passed with 
distinction through the common schools 
of Warsaw and Atlanta, entering the 
Georgia Military institute at Marietta 
in 1855. After completing a two years’ 
course he went to Sandersville; where 
he read law until] the end of the year 
1858, when he was enrolied among the 
Lumpkin law school matriculates at 
Athens. A year later he began the | 
practice of law, which was interrupted 
by the breaking out of the civil war. 
He enlisted in the First Georgia regi- 
ment as orderly sergeant and was ap- 
pointed a lienteuanmt before the expira- 
tion of a month. He was promoted to 
the rank of first lLeutenant. and before 
the second year he remodeled the com- 
pany and became its captain. From ser- 
vice under General Jackson in Virginia 
he was transferred to the western army 
in time to engage in the struggle at 
Chickamauga. In the retreat from Lau- 
rel hill the sufferings of Captain How- 
ell and his men were intense. He served 
until the close of the War, and when 
thee confiict ceased he returnd to his 
home and began farming, which he car- 
ried on for two years. In 1868 he be- 
came city editor of The Atlanta Intel- 
ligencer, out a year later he renewed 
the practice of law. He served a term 
as solicitor general. He was elected te 
the .state senate in 1873, and was re- 
flected for a second term. In i875 he 
purchased a controlling interest in :The 
Atlanta Constitution, and became its ed- 
itor in chief.’’

DESCENDANT 


OF GOOD GEORGIA: FAMILY.

HE statement made in several. pa- 

pers that Vincent T. Sanford, the 

slayer of George T. Wright, of 
Rome, was a son of vhat great and good 
old man, Professor Shelton P. Sanford, 
who was for years professor of mathe 
matics In Mercer uni\ ers.ty, is Incorrect.

Alleges Undue Influence. 

She declared: 

“Il was unduly .nfluenced into making 
the statement, and I consented in sheer 
@esperation. It was, against my juugment 
and my sense of justice to Mr. Cope 
land. In truth, I am a lone woman wita 
no one to turn to in this hour of my 
sore need. When my husband's brothers 
came with protestations of friendship 
“and offers of help I felt I must lean on 

this support. , 
““But 1 know I have wronged Mr. 
Copeland, and done him a@ grave in- 
justice. He may have been at fault in 
giving out my divorce case before :t 
was filed, but that fact does not justi- 
fy me in repudiating his services when 
he has been one of the few who have 
been kind to me in this hour. 

“I want him to continue as my law- 
yer, and I think I can explain to aim 
the pressure brought to bear to force 
that statement out of me against niy 
will. I did not realize then fully its 
significance, but I do now.”’ 


She Apologizes to Mr. Copeland. 

Mrs. Sanford this evening gave Attor- 
ney Copeland the following signed state- 
ment: 

“My attorney, F. W. Copeland, has 
been absolutely faithful to me. After 
the publication in The Journal of yester- 
day I spent a restless night on account 
of the same, and have this morning 
apoolgized to him. [I have also _ fre- 
quested him still to represent me as my 
attorney. Under pressure of the moment 
and the strong appeals made by J. H. 
and J. K. Sanford, Robert Davison and 
P. H. Fluker I reluctantly gave out the 
Statement. I have known from the time 
I made it that I did Mr. Copeland a 
grave injustice and I voluntarily and

During the revolutionary war this Mr. 
Sanford shared all the hardships of the 
struggle and was near Washington's 
side when Lord Cornwallis surrendered 
to him, the British army in October, 
1781. Beng attracted by the favorable 
reports brought from the infant colony 
of Georgia, by returning Virginia sol- 
diers, Mr. Sanford was induced to move 
to Georgia and settle in what was tnen 
Wilkes county, but now Greene, near 
the present site of Greengboro. There 
were born unf? him three sons, Daniel, 
Benjamin and Vincent. The first two 
sons, arriving at man's estate, establish- 
ed a store in the young town of Greens- 
boro, under the name of D. & B. San- 
ford, which for nearly a half centeury 
was the leading mercantile establishment 
west of Augusta, at least 80 mules dis- 
tant, 

Their brother, Vincent, never an active 
partner, was for many years connected 
with the concern in some capacity, No 
man in Georgia was held in higher es- 
teem for his many manly virtues and 
Christian rectitude than Uncle Vincent 
Sanford. For some. forty or more years 
of his life he was clerk of the superior 
court of Greene county. Duing the last 
twenty-five years of his incumbency 80 
great was his popularity dnd confidence 
reposed in htm by his fellow-citizens 
that at each succeeding election he was 
unanimously returned, No man coulda 
summon the courage to come before the 
people in: opposition to him. Professor 
Shelton P. Sanford was this man's eld- 
est son. Professor Sanford had two chil- 
dren to arrive at maturity, Charles Vin- 
cent, who married a daughter of Enoch 
Steadman, a leading manufacturer of 
middle Georgia, and a daughter, Miss 
Anna, who married Anedoram Judson 
Cheese, of Macon county, Georgia. 

Sanford’s Father. 

Now, the father of the slayer of 
Wright was the youngest child of Daniel 
Sanford, and was named in honor of his 
good uncle, Vincent, and Rev. Vincent 
H. Thornton, who for fifty years Was 4 
much beloved and consecrated Baptist 
divine, and who also lived in Greene 
county. The first years of Professor 
Sanford’s life were spent in Greenesboro, 
where he afterwards moved and Wwas¢ 
fitted for college. He entered Merce? 
university * (S50 and graduated in 1854, 
taking high rank tn His class with such 
men as R. N. Ely, for many years at- 
torney genera] of the state of Georgia; 
Philip Baldwin Robinson, who spent 4 
long and useful life in the pulpit and at 
the bar; John H. Seals, proprietor and 
editor in chief of The Temperance 
Crusader, and who afterwaré@s estabiished 
The Sunny Soufh, the leading southern 
literary magazine, and David A. Lester, 
for many years a prominent citizen and 
politician of Burke, and Hon. George 
Hiliyer, of Atlanta. Although a halt 
century or more has elapsed, I with 
great pleasure can recall the manly bear- 
ing of yOung Vincent at that time. 

Married Miss Adella Warren. 

Vificent adopted the profession of 
teaching, and in a short time, possessing 
all the requirements of success in his 
line, through scholarship, enthusiasm for 
work, common sense and good judgntent, 
he soon became one of the foremost edu- 
cators of the state. One of the first 
things after being assured of success in 
his chosen calling. like any other man 
of good sense, young Sanford took unto 
himself a wife. In 1855 he married Miss 
Adella Warren, She was related to many 
of the best people in Georgia, niece of 
Rev. E. W. Warren, who was for many 
years pastor of prominent Baptist 
churches fn Macon, Atlanta and other 
cHies. She, as I understand, is a lineal 
descendant of Major General Jdéseph 
Warten, a distinguished scholar, able 
statesman and martyr of American 
freedom, who “‘fighting fell” dtring the 
four days’ battle of Bunker Hill. A 
suitable monument has been placed over 
his remains, which have been deposited in 
a vault in Stone Chapel, in Boston, by 
the Free Masons. In tdéken of the high 
esteem in which this great man was 
held, congress made ample provision for 
maintenance and education of his chil- 
dren. She is closely related to the fam- 


flies of two of Georgia's greatest etates- 
men, Hons. Eli ana Scott Warren, also 
to that highly esteemed 4nd ever- 
versatile newspaper mfn, Kit Watren, 
whose memory thousands of feorgia 
readers hold dear to’this day. 

One of his achfevements was to assist 
Professors Hooten and Cox to establish 
a boys high school at Brownwood, in 
Troop county, which, within three yeafs, 
he placed in the foremost rank as an 
institution of learning. 

Record as Soldier. 

Then for several years, from 186! te 
1868, except a small part of the time, 
he served his state as a private soldier, 
although by virtue of his profession he 
was exempt from all military duty—he 
built up the Hepzibah High school, in 
Richmond county—being enthused with 
the ardor of the day, his Boys almost 
to a man followed their beloved teacher 
to the camp and shared with him the 
vicissitude of the soldiers’ Wife during 
the last days of the “Lost Cause.’”’ Camp 
life, however, did not agree with the 
young professor. He sickened and was 
sent to the hospital for treatment. At 
that time 1] was surgeon in charge of 
Brown hospital, located at Milledgeville. 
To my great surprise one day I found 
him among a squad of new men sent in 
from the front. It, to me, was a source 
of mournful] pleasure to administer to 
the comfort of the former gay Mercer boy, 
who, in 1860 and |85!, a dozen or more 
years before, had so nobly illustrated 
southern college manhood, 

He soon ered and to the front 
cheerfully started. In fact he was eager 
to go before physically able. He wanted 
to rejoin his boys. There were some 
noble spirits in those days. ° 

Headed Mercer College. 

From thegHepzibah High school he 
went to Stellaville, where he had his 
usual success in building one of the 
best eschools in Georgia. In 1872, when 
the trugtees of Mercer University saw 
fit to move the college from Penfteld 
to the city of Macon, it was decided to 
devote the buildings of the college at the 
former place to high school purposes. Mr. 
Samford receivid and adopted the cal! 
to become the head of this institution, 
where he remained a number of years 
traini many boys, who since have de- 
veloped into some of the best and 
greatest men of Georgia. Mr. Sanford 
also labored successfully in the building 
of the State Agricultural College, of 
Southern Georgia, and the Crawford- 
ville High school, tn the old Stephens’ 
mansion, which was, for many years 
since Governor Stephens’ death, appro- 
priated to high school purposes. When 
Mr, Sanford died it was fitly written 
of him: “In character he was a noble 
specimen of a Christian gentleman, 
while a decided ageut in conscientious 
convictions, he had a large Catholic 
spirit, which won for him the love and 
confidence of all with whom he agso- 
ciated.” P 

V. T. Sanford Second Son. 

Unto Prof. and Mrs. Sanford were born 
four sons. The second, Vincent T., Jr., 
is the Rome man in the present trouble, 
who married iss Blizabeth Leverett, 
of Greshamville, Green county. Miss 


Leverett was related to many prominent 


families of middie Georgia.

Washington, August 5.—The postoffice 
department announced today that the 
interruption to the mail service in the 
states of Mississippi, Louisiana and Tex- 
as on account of che enforcement of 
tué quarantine regulations in the yel- 
low fever, is mainly confined to lim- 
ited areas oor districts, and to 
points reached by local railway trains. 
Pustal service which has been inrerrupt- 
ed will be restored as «eon as qua‘ant? “% 
regulutions permit. The deparcment will 
make no attempt to raise quarantines 
nor to avoid them, but mail destined 
fram one quarantined district to anothes 
will be permitted to be transferred by 
private parties, providing there is no ad- 
ditional cost to the government. This 
private transfer of mall must be in ac- 
cordance with local conditions in the 
quarantine area by consent of parties ¢t. 
whom the mail is addressed. The c.om- 
mittee to the private carrier ia made in 
accordance with the law, they being 
sworn to properly perform their duty. 
The responsibility of the government 
cars from the . moment that the mau. 
leaves the quarantine of the postmaster 
of the town where the mail has been 
held up. 

When one postmaster in the affected 
@istrict notifies another that demand 
has been made for the delivery of the 
mail, the private transfer may be au- 
thorized at the risk of the party to 
whom the mall is addressed. Interrup- 
tion of mai) thus far reported is slight 
in comparison with certain previous 
years. The through seryice in Texas is 
intact, though some mails are being for- 
warded by way of St. Louis, which other- 
wise would have gone by New Orleans. 
The California mails are going through 
and New Orleans is being supplied by 
the through trains on the Louisvilic 
and Nashville, Illinois Central and 
Southern Pacific roads, most of the 
trains stil] are running regularly and 
carrying the malls. 

Malis are not being fumigated by the 
postoffice department as the public 
health and marine hospital § service 
deems this unnecessary. It was said 
foday that should there be a change of 
opinion in regard to the necessity for 
fumigating it will be begun at once. 

Augusta Closes Doors. 

Augusta, Ga. August 5.—(Special.)—At 
a meeting of the Augusta board of health 
held yesterday afternoon at 6 o'clock a 
rigid quarantine was deciared against 
the entire state of Louisiana. The cities 
of New Orleans, Shreveport and Mont- 
gomery, Ala., were named specifically, 
and all other infected points now exist- 
ing or that may Rereafter develop. The 
quarantine gots into effect at once. To- 
day members of the police force who 
have had experience as quarantine offi- 
cers will be detailed te meet alj inconm- 
ing trains on every railroad and on the 
river steamers and closely examine pas- 
sengers. Detention camps will be estab- 
lished on the lines where it is found 
necessary. Persong expecting to enter 
Auguste must present health certificates 
from fhe proper authorities of non- 
or give satisfactory 
evidence that they have not been ex- 
posed to the infection of yellow fever 
within the ten’days preceding their ex- 
amination.

“Let me tell you this: Always know 
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when you go to vote for a man that he} 
atands for’ something, and hag stood for | 


something in the past. I am reminde$ | 


of the story of an unbelliever who was 
talking to an Irishman and trying to 
convince him that death was the end of 
all things. Just as he thought he had 
clinched his argument, he asked: ‘Pat, 
do you want to go to hell?’ ‘Well,’ re- 
plie@d Pat, ‘I'd rather go to hell than not 
£0 anywhere at all.” I am somewhat like 
Pat. I had rather vote for an imperfect 
man who stands for something. and has 
stood for something in the past, than for 
some other man, no matter how good he 
may appear to be, who represents noth- 
ing and stands for nothing but the desire 
to hold office. It won't do to go to the 
people with some other fellow’s mark al- 
ready on you 

“They’ve started out now to rwn for 
governor about fifteen months ahead of 
time, and these fellows who are running 
are trying to find something to stand 
on. The men who are running now have 
been hunting up principles out c which 
to make their platforms, They’.e got to 
hunt for them, because they never had 
any themselves. They are trying to get 
on the platform of each other, and both 
of them are trying to take another man’s 
principles. TMs fight started in the leg- 
islature of 1898, and it was then that 
the lines were distinctly drawn between 
the people and the plutocrats. It is true, 
the democrats were in a fearful minority, 
but we stood together. We came back 
in 19CO and we stood together on the 
same lines. We had grown to about 
fifty. In the last days of the legislature 
of 190!, when the railroads tried to push 
through the depot steal, fifty of us held 
them up for elght days.

The excuse for opposing him was 
that he stood for state prohibition. I've 
never believed in state prohibition as a 
principle, but I never did believe that it 
disqualified a).y man for the office of 
governor. There are some folks now 
running for governor who did think so 
then. 
Wants Sinners Put on Probation. 

“Every man who its today a canaidate 
for governor and who now professes 
these principles was lined up then with 
the party of the plutocrats. | don't 
objec to recruits in our party, but 
when sinners come in I think they ought 
t» be put on probation for a while. 
Where were Howell, Hoke Smith, Russel! 
and Jim Smith, and where have they al: 
been “up to this time? Now they are ali 
trying to get,in on this platform. Where 
have they been? Can you have confi- 
dence in such recent converts? How soor 
would they change their principles, ig it 
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was to their interest to change them? 
I fell like Bill Arp when Grant and 
Greeley were running for president and 
some one asked him which one he was 
soiling to vote for. He replied, ‘Nary one 
on ’em; they ain’t no kin to me.’ These 
principles havé become crystallized, The 
people of Georgia demand them. If you 
want them to live, wote for the man who 
believes in thom, and not for the pinc§- 
beck reformef. 
To Catch rorpular Mind. 

“Hoke Smith picks up anything that 
he belleves will catch the popular mind, 
and fs running ‘on the platform of negro 
disfranchisement.* There is hardly a sin- 
gle man but would say he is in favor of 
it, but if you will stop and think, you 
will know that in Georgia we have no 
power to disfranchise the negro. The 
way in which they say they propose to 
disfranchise the negro js to put a qualifi- 
cation on whites and negroes, too. This 
is a principle whieh democrats have 
always been opposed to. 

“According to this idea évery man 
whose father and grandfather were enti- 
tled to vote in 1865, would be entitled to 
vote now; but those white men who did 
not have that qualification would have to 
read a clause in the constitution along 
with the negro. Talk about disfranchis- 
ing the negro when 5! per cent of them 
can read and write now! Pass that jaw 
and you bring the negro back into poll- 
tics and he will again hold the balance 
of power between the two white parties. 
You would leave to election judges, who 
are ready to vote anybody for their can- 
didate, the power to disqualify white 
folks and vote negroes. What then? You 
would find negroes all over your country 
roads learning to read books. You Have 
trouble €nough now with the negro in 
getting him to work On your farms. I 
say the man who would bring this trou- 
ble on the people of Georgia who now 
are scarcely able to get help ta harvest 


| their crops, is an enemy to the people 


of this state. These are terrible ques- 
tions, but they should be settled without 
making political issues of them. The 
place to settle them is in the legislature 
without any public discussion of them 
and the man who loves his state and is 
not seeking personal ends, will advo- 
cate this course. 
Where Was He Then? 

“This is‘ one of his issues. What’s the 
other? He says he’s against the rail- 
reads issuing free passes. I've been 
against it and have been fighting it for 
seven years. I’ve had a bill in every 
legislature on this subject since I have 
been a member, and if Mr. Hoke Smith 
was ever against free passes before he 
became a candidate, I never found it out. 
Since he has made it one of his issues 
we fought for. four days in the house 
of representatives for this principle, and 
needed only one vote to pass it, and I 
never heard of Mr. Smith turning his 
hand over to help this measure. It does 
seem to me if this Man is sweeping the 
state and has such great power as The 
Atlanta Journal would have you believe, 
he would have been able‘’.to turn one 
vote in favor of this bill. Mr. Howell 
wrote editorials in favor of the anti-pass 
bill; he says he believes in it, but he 
never came near the legislature when 
this fignt was on. He might have con- 
trolled one vote, because we understood 
it was the men of his crowd who were 
against it, but he didn’t. 

“I've had a great issue before the leg- 
islature for seven years, a bill to require 
the Southern railway to obey the laws of 
Georgia, to subject herself to the juris- 
diction of this state. Hoke Smith has 
taken it up on the stump, he has spoken 
about that issue, but in al] that he has 
said he has shown that he doesn’t know 
anything about that bill. He has shown 
that he doesn’t understand it. He's talk- 
ing .to a crowd down there in Hogans- 
ville today, that is probably whooping 
and yelling and trying to convince him 
that he’s a leader of the people. He 


may believe it, but if any man in Geor- | 


igia listens to my advice, he’l] nevér vote 
for him for governor. (Applause.) 

‘Hoke Smith’s campaign is a remarka- 
ble one. He says the railroads are go- 
ing to fire on him from the front with a 
man who represents ‘our principles.’ 
What does he mean by ‘our principles” 
He'll have to explain that to me. He 
says the railroads are going to fire on 
him from behind with a man who repre- 
sents ‘our principles,’ but who goes 
further than anything he hopes to ac- 
complish. There’s where the troubie 
lies. He’s not willing to do down in 
defeat for the sake of these principles. 
As a matter of fact he has taken only 
two of them, free passes and freight rates, 
and says that all other principles—prin- 
ciples without which the people would 
be reduced forever to a state of indus- 
{ria] servitude—are more than he hopes 
to accomplish. I hope to accomplish 
them, if not at one time I will at an- 
other. 

Hoke Smith Responsible, Too. 

“Hoke Smith is one of the most re- 
markable men who ever ran for gov- 
ernor. He proclaims to you that if he 
is elected governor, he will remove from 
office one of the officers of the people. 
In other words, he'll do a’thing which 
the legislature itself cannot do. He 
says if the legislature does not enact 
the laws he wantg he'll call’ it in extra 
session. He may be a mighty big man, 
but I’d like to see him do it, He went 
so far as to name the man he said he 
would remove from office. I think all 
of the members of the present railroad 
commission ought to be out, but the gov- 
ernor has no power to remove them be- 
cause they don’t discharge their duties 
in accrdance with his notions and de- 
sires.

SHOW! PLENIPOTENTIARIES 


Wepresentatives of Two . Powers 
Were Conveyed to Maytlower 
on Separate Warships, and 
Each Party Given Salute 
of Nineteen Guns. 


—- 


Ovster Bay, August 5:—History was 


made today in Oyster Bay. 

Russians and Japanese clasped hands 
and greeted one another with all outward 
evidence of cordiality; and for the first 
time nations began to have relations 
one with another, an executive of a great 
power received the envoys of two bellig- 
erent countries on a mission of peace. 

President Roosevelt, on behalf o¢ the 
Tnited States and its people, extended 
formal greetings to the representatives 
of Russia and Japan, introduced tne 
plenipotentiaries to one another, and en- 
tertained them at an elaborate luncheon 
at which Russians and Japanese fra- 
ternized with one another and as com- 
fades rather than enemies. 

During the luncheon President Roose- 
welt proposed a notable toast, in whica 
Be expressed the earnest hope and pray- 
er, in the interest not only of these two 
@reat powers, but of all civilizeqd man- 
kind, that a just and lasting peace may 
Speedily be concluded between them. 


Simplicity Marked Day. 

The occasion was impressive. It was 
@ttended not by pomp and ceremony, 
but by a simplicity and frankness char- 
acteristic of the president and the people 
of America. Due honor was paid the 
distinguished guests of the president and 
of the country, and they were received 
with all the dignity to which thefr ex- 
@ited rank entitled them, The day was 
ideal. 

The handsome war yacht Mayflower, 
one of the most beautiful vessels of the 
United States navy, on which the farmal 
reception of the Russian and Japanese 
plenipotentiarles took place, swung easily 
at anchor just at the entrance 6f Oyster 


gas 0 Bay from Long Island sound. A quarter 


of a mile away was the dispatch boat 
Dolphin, the favorite cruising vessel of 
S¢veral presidente of the United States. 
Two miles out in the sound the cruiser 
Galveston was anchored in waiting to 
to.convey the vessels bearing the envoys 
to the seat of the Washington peace con- 
ference at Portsmouth. N. H. 

In order that no questiong of~prece- 
dence should arise it was determined 
that the -luncheon should be a buffet 
function. In this way was avoided the 
necessity of seating the envoys at table 
with the president. 

Major General F. D. Grant, command- | 
er of the east, and Rear Admiral J. B. 
Coghlan, commandart of the Brooklyn 
mavy yard, respectively the representa- 
tives of the arfiy and navy at the re- 
ception, went aboard the Mayflower at 
1:50 a. m. ’ | 

President Roosevelt was ‘expected to! 
board the Mayflower at 1! o'clock, but| 
this morning he changed the plans and| 
indicated his intention to come abroad | 
at noon or shortly thereafter. -In at- | 
cordance with this arrangement a launch |

At the head of the gangway Com- 
der Winslow received the Japanese 
voys. They were escorted immedi- 
ately to the cabin, where the president 
was awaiting them. 


No Formality at Reception. 

Thear reception was brief and was de- 
void of formality as the nature of the 
occasion would permit. 

No set addresses were delivered. 

Baron Komura presented to the presi- 
dent the twelve members of his suite. 

The president then introduced the en- 
voys to the army and naval officers 
present, after which, with Baron Ko- 
mura and Minister Tg@kahira, he retired 
to an inside cabin f a brief consulta- 


mission. 

The crujser Chattanooga with the Rus- 
sian envoys on board, anchored a third 
‘of a mie from the Mayflower at 1:05 
|p. m., and fifteen minutes later the Chat- 
| tlanooga’s nineteen gun salute announced 
|the departure of the Russians. A few 
| minutes afterward the form of M. Witte, 
|Russia’s chief pleninotentiary, appeared 
at the starboard gangway from the May- 
flower. He was followed by Baron 
| Rosen, the Russian ambassador, and sec-

|as the Japanese had been, and they, too, 
were ushered inte the cabin, where the 
president was th waiting to receive them. 

During the reception of the Russian 
mission the Japanese envoys and the 
members of their suits were in one of 
the forward cabins. 

With notable cordiality Presidamt 
Roosevelt shook hands with M. Witte 
and Baron Rosen, exchanging with them 
informal, but hearty personal felicita- 
tions. ° 

After receiving the members of the suite 
and presenting ad] in turn to his presi- 
dential guests, the president then brought 
the two sets of envoys together, intro- 
ducing them formally to one another. 

It was a notable scene as the diminutive 
Baron Komura shook hands with the 
‘giant Witte at the instance of the pres- 
ident of the United States. The ereet- 
ihgs of the members of the two missions 
were distinctly formal, but not the slight- 
est suggestion of enemity was shown on 
either side. 

Careful to avoid 
Roosevelt, as soon as possible, after 
the introduction, suggested thdt the party 
proceed to the main saloon, where 
luncheon was in waiting. 

The president himself leq the party, 
followed in order by M. Witte, Baron 
Komura, Ambassador Rosen and Minis- 
ter Takahira. Even the formation of 
this little procession involved a delicate 
diplomatic problem, but it was agreed 
that the president golved it admirably. 

Although the luhcheon was served with 
the other guests Standing, the president 
escorted the four envoys to chairs in 
the corner of the saloon, and in half a 
minute through tact and delicacy, the 
whole party was enga@eed. in animated 
conversation over their dishes. The con- 
versation paneral was in French, as M. 
Witte speaks very little English. Baron 
Rosen and Baron Komuru chatted as if 
they had been lifelong friends, and Min- 
ister Takahira, at no time particulariy 
communicative, entered into the conver- 
sation with zest and interest. 

Roosevelt Toasts Peace, 

‘Before .the luncheon had proceeded 
far, President Roosevelt rose from his 
Chair and turning to the assemblage 
raised his hand for silence. In an in- 
stant there was a hush. Bowing to the 
envoys, President Roosevelt said: 

“Gentlemen, I propose a toast to 
whica. there will be no answer and to 
which I have -the honor to ask you to 
drink in silence. standing. I drink to 
the welfare and prosperity of the soy- 
éreigns and the people of the two great 
nations whose representatives have met 
one another on this snip. It is my most 
earnest hope and prayer, in the inter- 
est of not only these two great powers, 
but of civilized mankind, that 4 just 
and lasting peace may speedily be con- 
Cluded btween them,”’ 

The toast was drunk as the president 
in profound silence; but in 
the hum of: conversation which followed 
| Hittle was heard but entausiastic com- 


| ment upon the character of the presi- 


dent’s expression. M. Witte and Baron 
Kkomura both cordially thankedhim. 

| At the conclusion of the funcheon, 
after the president had posed with the 
four envoys for an official] paotograph, 
arrangements were made for the pres- 
ident’s departure for Sagamore Hill. 
He took cordial leave of the envoys and 
their suite, shook hands with his per- 
sonal guests on board and, to the music 
of the band and to the roar of the May- 
flower’s guns went over the side and 
entered his launch. Tne flag was 
hauled down and a few minutes later, 
at 2:55, he was landed at the J. West 
Roosevelt pier. There he entered _ his 
carriage and was driven to his home. 


Japanese Take Leave. 

The Japanese envoys and their suites 
were next to leave. They sook hands 
witno the Russian plenipotentiaries, ex- 
pressing to them their persona) gratifi- 
cation at the pleasant meeting they had 
had. As they went over the side tae 
Mayflower saluted them with nineteen 
guns. As they went aboard the Dolphin 
the Red Sun flag of Japan was broken 
out at the peak of that vessel and at 
the same moment the Russian flag was 
raised over the Mayflowerr. . 

Shortly after 3 o’clock Assistant S6c- 
retary Peirce took his departure from 
tne Mayflower, going aboard the Gal- 
veston, which is the convoy of the May-

Portsmouth, N. H., August 5.—New 
Hampshire's seaport cify is in holiday 
garb in anticipation of the arrival Mon- 
day forenoon of the Russian and Jap- 
anese peace plenipotentiaries. All ar- 
rahgenients for the reception of the en- 
voys have been completed, and the pre- 
liminarv formalities have taken place. 
Today Admiral Mead, corfimadant of the 


avy yard, issued an official order which 


wil] be in forte during the conference. 

The order provides that no visitors 
will be allowed to enter the navy yard, 
and workmen employed there will be 
admitted only upon the presentation of 
@ pass. Extra sentries will be detafled 
to see that the order is enforcea. 

Admiral Mead will tender a breakfast 
to the envoys, at which there will be 
present in addition to the COnferees six- 
ty-three guests, fncluding Governor Mc- 
Lane, Mayor Martin, nava) officers sta- 
tioned here and prominent citizens of 
Portsmouth. 

The plenipotentiaries are due to arrive 
here at 10 o’clock Monday forenoon, The 
ghips bearing them will anchor in the 
lower harbor and the envoys will be 
brought to the city in steam launehes, 
six of these small craft having been 
placed at their disposal. 

President Received Envoys. 

Baron Komura and Minister Takahira 
were presented to President Roosevelt by 
Assistant Secretary of State Pierce, The 
president greeted them briefly in be- 
half of the United States governmeat 
and then fhe other members of the Japa- 
nese party were introduced to the pres- 
ident. : 

Shortly after, the exchange of these 
greetings an ambassador’s salute from 
the Chattanooga announced the depar- 
ture of the Russian pilenipotentiaries for 
the Mayflower, As the launch bearing 
the Russians drew alongside the gang- 
way of the ship, cheers and handclapping 
from the fleet of smal] boats greeted 
them on all sides, 

Mr. Witte and AmVDassador Rosen led 
the way. They were received by Acting 
Secretary Pierce and with thé same cere- 
mony as that accorded the Japanese com- 
mission, Immediately upon stepping 
over the side of the Mayflower the Rus- 
sian. delegation were escorted to the 
cabin where they were greeted by the 
president, | 

A few minutes later the Japanese and 
Russian commissions were presented to 
each other and then they were enter- 
tained at luncheqn, 

President Roosevelt left the Mayflower 
at 2:40 to return to Sagamore Hill. Ten 
minutes later the Japanese envOys Welit 
on board the Dolphin for the trip to 
Portsmouth.

Dr. Len G. Broughton, pasto® of the 
Baptist tabernacle, announces that tne 
Tabernacle Bible institute and training 
schoo] will. be ready for practical work 
next January. Dr., Broughton has been 
working on plan for this new venture for 
severa) years, and has at last completed 
all arrangements. 

In a letter written while riding down 
the Hudson river, Dr. Broughton ouflines 
the work a8 follows: 

“At last plans have been completed 
for coneucting «ur Tabernucle Litde 
schdol. We have had this in our plans 
for several years. but have not been 
able to provide for it until now. The 
first of next January fhe school will 
open. It will be known as the Tabernacle 
Bible institute and training schoo] for 
Christian workers. It will cover three 
months of solid work—January, February 
and March. It has been so arranged that 
it will embrace the annual Tabernacle 
Bible conference, and students attending 
the school will have this great ad- 
vantage. 

“Miss May Blodgett. of Detroit, Mich.. 
has been secured as lady superintendent 
and teacher of. Bible doctrine, methods 
af Bible study and practical Christianity. 
Miss Blodgett is a woman of. tong ex- 
perience as @ Bible teacher. She ig not 
unknown in the south. For the past 
few years she has been the leading Bible 
teacher at the Asheville Young Women's 
Christian Association conference, and has 
conducted. some of the largest Bible 
mectings in our country. She has alse 
had much experience in Institutional 
work, having at one time acted as the 
lady superintendent of the Moody Bible 
institute of Chicago. 

“Besides her duties as lady superin- 
tendent. she wil] have five regular classes 
each week. One of these will be a night 
popular class for Bible exposition. It is 
expected that hundreds of men and wo- 
men will avail themselves of this oppor- 
tunity to study with this remarkable 
Bible teacher. 

“In addition.to Miss Blodgett other 
noted teachers have been arranged for 
Rev. C. I. Schofield, for years the teacher 
of the Bible at the Northfield Training 
schgpl, will have a. two weeks’ course in 
New Testament interpretation. Rev. 
Julien 8. Rogers will deliver special 
courses in prophecy. A course in evan- 
gelism will be given by the tabernacle 
pastor. Other teachers and Christian 
workers will be engaged from time to 
time. It is our purpose to carry about 
three classes each day. 


Sunday- School Teachers. 

“It is expected that the three months’ 
practical Bible echool will be especially 
helpful to Sunday schoo] teachers, both 
men and women. It is a known fact that 
our Sunday schools are poorly taught. 
Teachers have very little knowledge of 
the Bible as a book. We hope to supply 
a great need at this point. The three 
months’ course will give a g00d grasp of 
the Bible, besides practical help. 

“The school will provide board at a 
very low cost and there will be no 
charge for lectures and clésscs. 

“Miss Beulah D. Fuller is secretary and 
treasurer and wil] take pleasure in ar- 
ranging all. matters of detafls. Miss 
Fuller is Bible teacher at the Tabernacle 
infirmary and wil] also have class work 
in the Tabernacle schoo] of the Bible. All 
persons desirous of entering amy of the 
special classes will at once write Miss 
Fuller at the Baptist tabernacle and she 
will enroll their names and make any 
other arrangements necessary. 

“The school is positively non-sectarian. 

_ Course or Study. 

“Bible Doctrine.—The purpose of this 
course will be to gain from the Bible a 
clear knowledge of the essentiml truths 
concerning salvation, Christian living and

Dr. J. P, Kennedy, the health officer, 
yesterday appointed Drs, T, C. Longino, 
L, C. Bouglin and L. C. Brewer for the 
work of inapecting trains, and for the 
purpose of securing from those on board 
their names, the places from which they 
came and their destinations. 

No effort will be made to prevent any- 
on#@ from entering Atlanta, but all who 
come to the city will De quietly watched, 
with a view to permitting city officials 
vd keep informed regarding their condi- 

n. 

The work of cleaning Atlanta will.be 
pushed vigorously tomorrow morning. 
Not only will private premises in every 
section of the city be thoroughly cleaned, 
but additional men will be employed in 
sweeping the streets and gutters, and 
in both cleaning and oiling the sewer 
eyes and catch basins. 

Housekeepers are expected to have re- 
moved all kinds of filth from their 
yards. It should be raked or scraped 
into a pile ready for removal by the 
Sanitary carts.

NO REQUEST 
FOR LOW RATE 


Citizens of LaGrange Did 
Not Ask for Conces- 
sion. 


The Atlanta Journal yesterday after- 
noon printed a special dispatch from Ho. 
gansville, Ga., in which it was stated 
that more than 100 citizens of LaGrange 
had requgsted a reduced rate to Hogans- 
ville and tf Atlanta and West Point 
railroada had declined to grant the re- 


quest. 

The inference drawn from the story was 
that the citizens of LaGrange had been 
discriminated against by the West Point 
and that an obstacle had been placed in 
the way of their hearing Hoke Smith's 
dpeech at Hogansville. 

Officials of the West Point route were 
yesterday asked why a reduced rate had 
been refused the 100 citizens of LaGrange 
and it developed that no such request 
had been made. 

“There was no request from LaGrange 
for a reduced rate to Hogansville,”’ said 
an official of the road. “It, is possible 
that people perchasing tickets requested a 
reduced rate, but a ticket agent has no 
authority to grant a rate unless orders 
come from the general office. Everybody 
understands this, and no request was 
made to the general office. 

“We did have a request in connection 
with the political speech at Hogansville, 
howevgr, and this request was promptly 
granted.” We were asked to permit our 
fast train to stop at Hogansville for the 
convenience of people who wished to 
leave there at an early hour. Orders were 
issued to this effect and the fast train, 
which ordinarily does not stop at Hogans- 
ville, was stopped there.

L. championship at Travelers island a 
few weeks ago, his remarkable stroke 
was commented upon and many of the 
other swimmers who were unable to 
keep up with the mercury foot cham- 
pion, immediately began to practice the 
stroke.

He said that st would be 
almost impossible for one to Keep the 
stroke up for a quarter of a mile, The 
feature of the Australian crawl is that 
the feet are worked in paddle fashion, 
the action being only below the knees. |

I am sure it will 
be used generally in another year. Il 
should not advise it for long distances, 
for it is very tiresome. I have never 
it further than 300 yards in &a 
quarter of a mile race and then sw.tch 
to the trudgeon stroke for a rest 
and then return to the Australian. One

Instead of the froglike 
movement of the legs, the legs are work- 
ed like a regular dog paddle.

eternity; what frightful sufferings of sow 
- are undergone at such a crus 
eee) vende the effects of the terrible 
reaction when there comes a sudden and 
unexpected reprieve; what am agony it Is 
to be tried, convicted and sentenced for 
murder; what it is to serve a lifetime 
gentence with all hope goneewife, chil- 
dren, home all blotted out forever; how 
mortal man can stand all these fearful 
ordeals and know in his soul that he is 
not guilty of the crime laid at his door, 
are vividly and thrillingly told in the 
story of his Iife as related by Charles 
Henry Franklin. 
Arrested. tried and convicted tn Bibb 
county, Ga., for a murder he never com- 


mitted, Franklin stood on the scaffold | 


with the noose around his neck; a twenty 
minute reprieve secured a commutation 
to a life sentence, and for more than a 
acore of years he toiled in convict stripes, 
only the deathbed confession of the true 
murderer securing a release from a life 
worse than death. 

Bowed with age and the effects of 


many years of arduous toil, the man | 


who suffered for anothers crime came 
out of the convict camp like a prisoner 
from the Bustile to find his wife dead, 
his only child, whom he had never seen, 
married and 2 gnother, bereft of friends, 
and home, ill and a pauper, were the 
more recent experiences of this victim of 
a foul plot for revenge. 
The Cry of Innocence. 

Such terrible sufferings come to but 
few men in this world, and through them 
all—through the trial, where perjury 
stified justice, through the solemn words 
of the judge, “to be hanged until you 


are dead,’’ through the hopeless days in | 
prison, the awful moments on the grim 
gallows. and through all the jong. weary | 


years of toil, there ever rang the heart- 
rending cry: 

*] am innocent!” 

Franklin is in Atlanta awaiting the 
result of an effort which is being made 
to get the iegisiature to remunerete him 
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for the years he lost while working as 
a convict when he was an innocent man. 


From his own lips I heard the story, 


of his life, freighted with more suffer- 


‘ing of mind, sou] and body than can be 


conjured up in the tales of the Bastil: 
and the Inquisition, 

Franklin is 65 years old. He 
stoop-slLouldered and there is a furtive 
hounded look in his eyes that only comes 


to the convict of many years. He says | 


he has never taken a drink of alco-| 
holic liquor in his life, and this probably | 
accounts for his being in vexy fair health. | 
His health, however, was oroken while | 
was cut off in a saw mil) he laid in bed | 
many months, After he was pardoned | 
he went to a hospital, where he /| 
remained for over a year. He is & ypau- | 
per, too old and weak to begin life over | 
again: he depends upon the state that 
made him suffer giving a competence for 
the few remaining years of his life. 

Recently he has been sleeping at the 
police barracks, and charitable people 
have given him enough to buy food. 
When asked about his Hfe as a convict, 
he said: 

? Stood on the Gallows. 

“Whenever I think of fhe time I stood 
on the.gallows, with the hangman's rope 
about my neck, I shudder, and cold chills 
run down my back. I dream sometimes of 
‘the awful moments, and when I look back 
upon them they now seem like an age. 
Before the day set for my execution [ 


up’ my mind that the time hau come, l 4 
grew perfectly calm. I do ‘not believe | 
people who hang have any real fear, I 
did not. and I felt a Kind of curiosity 
about what I was going to see when I 


the hangman to spring the trigger. While 
walking up theesteps to tha scaffold | 
reviewed my whole past life. I thought 
of enough to fill a book in four or five 
geconds. I watched with ge Keenest in- 
terest fhe sheriff while he got everything 
ready. I almost felt Nke helping him. 
Rut the terrible time was te come, 
When my lawyer cried out that he had 
a reprieve, a fearful reaction came, and 
JI was awfully frightened.°T could feel 
my heart beating against my ribs like a 
sledge*.hammer. My breath came with 
guch” difficulty that I could scarcely 
breathe.” I lpoked upon the gallows and 
the rope and screamed in fright. My 
God, it was a horrible. experience. Do 
vou Know, at that very siour my wife 
was'dying? The thought that I was to dle 
upon the gallows killed her, and she 
left a little girl only three days oid: 
Then came all the years, twenty-one of 
them, when | worked as a convict. When 
I stood on the gallows, when I toiled in 
the stripes; there was but one cry in my 
heart, and it was that I was an inno- 
cent man. suffering for another's crime. 
I don’t know how a man feels when he is 
to be: hanged for a murder he commit- 
ted. but. I know when he stands on the 
gallows an innocent person he has feel- 
ings that no words or pen can:describe.”’ 
Franklin was asked for a full story of 
his life from the time he was accused 
of murder, for which he innocently suf- 
fered, and he replied: 
Story of the Ex-Convict. 
“I was born In Maine, in 1840, and 
came to Georgia in 1861. I enlisted in 
the eonfederate army in the Griffin vo)- 
unteers, After the war I wegt to Macon. 
In 1880 I had a fight with Fred Knight, 
and whipped him. That same year, in 
July, Mit Bryant was found stabbed 
and in a dying condition. Knight in- 
formed the officers of the jaw that I had 
done the stabbing, and I Was arrested 
tag placed in jail.

aressed for the gallows, and al]. the 
last formalities were gone through with. 
I heard the death warrant read without 
a tremor. I had been afraid in the days 
before, but I was calm and. 6 self- 
possessed. I used to wonder how a man 
felt when about to be hanged, and } 
thought as many others do, that there 


'was a terrible fear and a fright that 


was horrible, but I know better now. 
The good God that prepares a man for 
Geath under other circumstances, is with 
him on the gallows, and mercifully gives 
courage for the ordeal. I was made to 
stand on the trap-door, the trigger hav- 
ing been set and the noose was tied 
about my neck. I closed my eyes and 
made a short, fervent prayer. 


Saved at Last Moment. 


and I will die by him.”’ 
“Judge Simmons had granted a twenty 
minute reprieve in order that Governor 


Smith, who was then governor of Geor- 


gia, could be heard from by wire about 
a petition asking that my sentence be 
commuted to life imprisonment, The 


governor wired to the sheriff that my 
petition had been granted. The noose 


was taken from my neck and 1 was told 
that life was mine. 

“Life? What had [ gained? I had 
made up my mind to die, and even court- 
ed death, and now I was to be given 2 
living death that was tq last for years 
and years, until my hair grew gray and 
my body was old and feeble. I believed 
when [I stood on the scaffold that 1 was 
going to heaven, and now I was to be 
placed in a hell on earth. Still life is 
sweet, and knowing I was innocent, 
there was the hope that some day justice 
would ‘be done. It came at last, but it 
came late, very, very late. 

“My first work in the penitentiary was 
done on the Old Town ‘farm in Jefferson 
county. I stayed there only three weeks 
when I was removed to the Hast Ten- 
nessee railroad, now a part of the South. 
ern systm, where J] worked grading the 
roadbed. for about four years. | Was 
not used to such work and‘1 suffered 
terribly. When the grading Was finished 
I was taken to the Alexander quarry 
in Fulton county, where I helped to get 
out rocks with which Atlanta’s streets 
were paved. In May, 1884, I went to 
Cole City. to work in the’ coal mines 
and. 1 stayed there twelve years, when 
I was removed to James’ lumber mills 
and farm in Bmanuel county. It was 
there that kL had my left hand cut off 
in the saw mill. When I had served six 
years in the mill I was pardoned. Knight 
had confessed on his deathbed that he 
killed Bryant and that I] was innocent. 
He confessed, I suppose, because he 
wanted to make peace with his God be- 
fare he died. May God forgive him for 
what he did to me. It was worse, far 
worse than the murder of Bryant. 

Freedom Gave No Joy. 

“They mg “t is a glorious thing to be 
told you are a free man when you are 
a convict, but I did not feel that way. 
Tt was too old to begin life again. I 
went into the penitentiary when I was 
only 44 years of age, in the prime of 
life. Everything I had had on-~ earth 
had gone to pay for my defense in the 


courts, and I was a pauper, without 


home and friends. I was in feeble 
health. I went back to Macon and’ re- 
mained in the hospital several months, 
When I was strong enough I tried to 
make my living by serving as a night 
watchman. [| had spent twenty-one years 
as a convict, and the best. years of a 
man’s life. «x 

“Il had never seen my daughter. I as- 
rertained that she was married and liv- 
ing in Fernandina, Pla. She. helped me 
to visit her, and I saw a grown woman, 
who was a babe three days old when her 
father stood with the hangman's rope 
ready to strangle him. She was a moth. 
ar, @nd I. was a grandfather. It all 
sounds very strange, doesn’t it? Just 
like some of the stories you Tread in the 
old time dime novels, but it is all true— 
yes, too true. - 

“How was my daughter raised and ed. 
ucated? That is another Story. Yow 
know that conviets are allowed to work 
overtime and they are paid for extra 
work. I worked in this way as often as 
[ could, and evéry dollar I made-I gave 
to the education and thé raising of my 
child. I am tfying to be thankful for 
What Diessings have come to meé late 
in life, but the shadow of the gallows 
and the penitentiary is over it all.”

Then, of course, special attention will 
be directed to the observations in the 
north of Spain, and also in Tunis, and in 
Egypt. Thus at widely distant stations 
along the track, elaborate photographic 
appliances for depicting the appearance 
of the Corona, and for obtaining infor- 
mation as to its spectrum, will be busily 
engaged. This wide distribution of the 
observing stations makes it highly prob- 
able that even if the weather be un- 
favorable in some places, it will not be 
so in all places. 

Thus some results may be considered 
as practically certain; but there is 
another advantage of a véry different 

ind. The duration of the total eclipse 
under the most favored conditions still 
falls somewhat short of four minutes. 
There is thus but a very brief interval 
between the first and the last photo- 
graph that one observer can take. If, 
however, the Corona be photographed at 
Labrador by one party, and at Egypt 
by another, there may be an interval 
of as much as two hours between the 
two exposures. 

The importance of this will be appre- 


‘clated when we bear in m.nd one of the 


principal problems which it is hoped this 
eclipse may enable us to solve. ‘lhe 
mysterious Corona, well shown in the 
admirable pictures taken on April (6, 
1893, by Mr. J. Kearney in. West Afr:ca, 
is certainly not a permanent structure, 
it is in constant movement, and in the 
intense energy of solar activity, .-..e 
movements take place with such rapidity 
thatgin the space of a couple of hours 
such large changes take place as wou... 
be quite conspicous on the two phoe- 
tographs taken at such an _ interval. 
The experience of former eclipses has 
shown this to be the case, and it may 
reasonably be expected that further light 
will be gained by the opportunities af- 
fortied next August. . 

It must be remembered that the Corona 
is never visible unless under the rare 
opportunity of a total echlpse. The 
many artificial devices by which it has 
been sought to exclude the direct lignt 
of the sun, and thus render the faint 
Corona visible, have -never yet suc- 
ceeded. Precious indeed to those who 
would penetrate the secrets of nature are 
those glorious minutes an the alternoon 
of August 30, 1905.

in the interest of tite progress and development of the grand old state 
‘ot Georgia, our esteemed contemporary, The Madison Advertiser, raises 
to clarify the atmosphere surrounding the railroad question, which, accord- 
ing to Mr. Hoke Smith and his organ, is THE ONE ISSUB in the campaign 
The Advertiser presents an analysis of. the various ele- 
ments which, as it sees the situation, comprise this issue; and by process 
of elimination, draws attention to one feature of Mr. Smith’s. platform 
which as° yet has not been dignified by any special notice on the part of 
the press or the people. 

‘Yhe Advertiser does not see any likelihood of a serious consideration 
of the bill for the substitution of a body of railroad “supervisors” in place 
‘or the present railroad commission, and traces the opposition to the pres- 
ent commissioners to causes in which the state at large has very little 
interest. ‘the perverseness of the railroad commission in accomplishing 
such important results as saving to the people of the state nearly one 
mijiion dollars annually in the matter of freight rates seems the sum of 
their offending; and the feeling in Madison, as everywhere else in Geor- 
gia, is that so far as Commissioners Warner Hill and Joseph M. Brown are 
concerned, the campaign of vilification has proven a boomerang. 

Similarly, too, has the vilification campaign directed against the gtate’s 
law-makers, past and present, who are charged with being dominated by 
the railroad interests. It is not forgotten that the Mr. Smith who is now 
standing sponsor for this effort to blacken the state’s legislators in the 
eyes of the people is the same Mr. Smith who, as late as the 17th of 
February, 1908—according to the leading editorial in The Atlanta Journal— 
raised his voice in eloquent praise of Mr. Samuel Spencer, president of the 
Southern railway, on the ground specifically that under his administration 
of this railway and its allied properties the railroads were taking no part 
in the polities of Georgia. With this strong indorsement from Mr. Smith, 
the people of the state will, of course, call for specifications from him of 
“corporate domination” SINCE THAT DATE, if he is to have them believe 
there is any substance at all in his present charge. 

‘rhe people recall, also, that since that date the legislature placed. upon 
the statute books the franchise tax act—an act aimed directly at the rail- 
roads, and which they no doubt would have defeated had they possessed 
the power; and also that only last year a legislative committee, taking up 
the denunciation of the legislature for alleged domination by “lobbyists,” 
investigated thoroughly, and that even the editor of Mr. Smith’s organ, 
which had given loud voice to these charges, was forced to admit he had 
absolutely nothing upon which to base them, 

In the light, therefore, of these facts of history—the. exonoration by 
Mr. Smith him@elf of the state government from the suspicion of being 
under railroad influence, amd the collapse of the vilification compaign of 
last year—the people of Georgia are not likely to be impressed by any 
“railroad issue” which has no more tangible substance than mere general 
vilification. 

Through this process of elimination, The Madison Advertiser reaches 
what it considers the one new feature of Mr. Smith’s platform; one, there- 
tore, worthy of being given serious“consideration. This is the manner in 
which he disposes of the “domestication” proposition so strongly advocated 
by Hon. Joseph Hill Hall and other men in public life. Mr. Smith dismisses 
Mr. Hall’s domestication proposition as unworthy of consideration and pro- 
ceeds to present a substitute proposition in these words: 

If we forbid the operation of railreads in Georgia by foreign corporations or 
non-resident citizens, those foreign corporations which own the railroads will be 
forced to sell them .0, or Icase them to, corporations organized in Georgia; and this 


course will effectually bring all raiiroads within the state into the hands of do- 
mestic corporations. No f«reign corporation or non-resident should be allowed to 


“perate railroads in Georg.2. 
Aside from the absurdity of the centention that any such law as that 


proposed by Mr. Smith would stand the test of any court in Georgia, or 
out of it, and admitting for the sake or argument that a law inhibiting out- 
side ownership of railroads operated in Georgia would be valid, it must 
be understood that the next step would be to raise the bar against the 
operation in Georgia of any other kind of foreign corporation. 

‘Tnus we are presenteg with the remarkable programme which virtu- 
ally has as its basis. THE DRIVING OUT OF ALL FOREIGN CAPITAL 
now doing business in the state: of Georgia—capital which is building rail- 
roads, ‘developing mines, creating new industries of every kind, and add- 
ing untold millions to the tax valuations of the state. 

The quotation above made from Mr. Smith’s Madison address is an 
exact reproduction of his words as now being sent out by maf to 
voters throughout the state. It was contained in the newspaper reports 
ot the address, but this is taken from the revised utterance. It is, there- 
tore, his deliberate judgment, as strange as it may seem. 

Putting aside the suggestion, which wil] naturally arise in the mind 
of the average man not prone to soar in the realms of dreamland, that 
there are not many individuals in Georgia possessing the@financial ability 
to purchase such portions of interstate railway systems as lie within the 
borders of the state, nor is there great likelihood of the formation of cor- 
porations of Georgia’s capitalists to make such purchases, there are other 
features of Mr. Smith’s proposition calculated to give rise to discussion— 
if nothing else.

“America’s greatest poet,”’ he paused a 
moment and remarked: 

“Well, now, poets had a start in the 
world. in those days.”’ 

Doubtless he recalfed the rude cabin 
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valley, which he and his

“The next thing I 
write,” he remarked on taking leave of 
the exposotion a few days ago, “will be 
something about this forestry building; 
it is magnificent—so much finer than 4 
mere toy like the Eiffel tower.’’ 

The sham battle did not particularly 
interest the veteran poet, who has seen 
also the real thing in that HNne.

No Such Sum Ever Paid for Even a 
Collection of Works by Shakes- 


London, A@gust 56.—Of course, it was 
a foregone conclusion that the ancient 
quarto edition of “Richart IIl'’—sold 
at Sotheby’s—would fall into American 


hands. And, ‘while regretting the loss 


to Engiland.of still another rare volume, 
collectors here’. feel that -the . United 
States Is the pilace for the precsous 
quarto, because of its association with 
the Penns. The record breaking price 
given for it ig the surprising thing. No 
such stim as $8,750 ever has been paid 
for a work, or even, a collection of 
works, by Shakespeare. Four years ago 
the §623 first folio of all the plays es- 
tablished a record by realizing $8,600, 
and when, last year, a firat quarto of 
“Henry IV” fetched $5,175, experts gen- 
erajly declared that this was the high- 
est possible market ‘valuation for a sin- 
gle play. 

Moreover, this copy 
discovered .so accidentally, is by no 
means in good condition. Of its forty- 
six printed leaves, half are soorched at 
the top. corners and many are badly 
stained. It was a comparative cer- 
tainty, however, that no other copy of 
the edition ever would come into an auc- 
tion room, for only two other specimens 
are known bo exist, and one of these is 
in the British museum and the other in 
the Bodleian library at Oxford. The 
present work was, of coufse, the prop- 
erty of Admiral] Sir William Penn, fath- 
er of the founder of Pennsylvania, and 
his name appears in five places in the 
volume. It is supposed that his Quaker 
son forgot to include the work in his 
baggage when he sailed for the new, 
world in 1682. 

The struggie for the possession of the 
quarto Shakespeare was one of tne keen- 
est ever held in a British auction room. 
After the sum of $3,500 had been reach- 
ed the contest b®came a duel between 
Mr. Jackson, who was representing the 
American bidder, and Mr. Sotheran, who 
represented an English collector. When 
Jackson eventually bid £1,400—or $7,000 
—and his opponent hesitated, the specta- 
tors thought if was all over; but the 
English representative almost immedi- 
ately offered $50 more and so the fight 
went on until finally Jackson’s bid of 
$8,750 failed to bring an inoreasing of- 
fer from his opponent. So it was de- 
cided that the quarto “Richard Tu’ 
would follow the famous ‘‘Tituse Andron+ 
icus,’” the ‘‘Paradise Lost’’ manuscript 
and the other literary prizes whieh re- 
cently have found thelr way across the 
water.

Copies of this are provided for 
all schools and ft is frequently read aloud 
as the children bow their heads in rever- 
ence: “You, our beioved subjects, be 
filial to your parents, be affectionatte to 
be Joving husbands and 
truthful friends. Conduct 
yourselves with modesty and be benevo- 
lent to all. Develop your intellectual 
faculties and perfect your mora] powers 
by gaining knowledge and by acquiring 
a profession. Further, promote the pub- 
lic interests and advance the public af- 
fairs. Ever respect the national consti- 
tution and obey the laws of the country; 
and in case of emergency courageously 
sacrifice yourselves to the public good. 
offer every support to our imperial dy- 
nasty, which shal] be as lasting as the 
universe. You will then be our most 
Icyal subjects.”’ 

The empress of Japan is a noble and 
inspiring character. Her name is Haru- 
ko, and she is the daughter of a noble 
of the highest rank. She is two years’! 
older than the mikado. Her marriage | 
to the most conspicuous figure in Japan- 
ese history occurred in 1868. A further 
indication of the sacredness in which the 
imperial personages are held is shown 
by the incident which occurred when it 
was determined that the court ladies 
should adopt European dress.

that spécial black brushes are proviied. 

“And hair dye has its pathetic as well 
as its comic aspects, for in the humbler 
barber’s shopg of our great! towns may 
be seen piles of it for sale to poor work- 
ing men, who cannot obtain employment 
if they show traces of old age. Thers 
is, indeed, a school amongst us who 
would cut off old age 2s one of those su- 
perfiuities with which short-sighted na- 
ture has endowed us. It is astonish'ng, 
when one comes to think of it, with how 
many superfiuities we are burdened, or 
have burdened ourse!ves. 

“Stripped of his allcged 
man would be left a miserable, maimed 
mortal, limping feebly through a bald 
and barren existence. The history of 
modern civilization, Lord Beaconsield 
gaid, has consisted in the struggles of the 
west to obtain the spices of the 2ast; 
and the abolition of ‘‘cakes and ale,’’ out 
of deference to the virtuous physiologist, 
would inevitably administer a check fté 
progress. 

Disposal of the Worthless. 

But it is not merely the individual body, 
but the body politic that has its super- 
fluities. and they, too, must be elimina- 
ted. Mr. Charles Booth has pointed out 
that there is in this country a large class 
ef inefficient and worthless persons, who 
by their irremediable poverty are a bur- 
-den on the community, inflating the rates, 
giuttifig the lAbor market, and conduct- 
ing themselves with reprehensible irreg- 
ularity in their own homes and on the 
streets. ““Economically.” says Mr. Booth,

and by those who cannot see a joke that 
is not of elephantine dimensions he was 
saddled with this suggestion as a sol- 
emn expression of his own matured pro- 
fessional judgment, and had to defend 
himself against egregioous attacks. 

Put while Professor Osler was merely 
playful in his reference to sexagenarian 
immolation, he was serious jin his’ treat- 
ment of o)d age generally, and dealt with 
itin a manner which I cannot but regard | 
as unjust. He maintained, unjestingly, 


the iate Dr. George M. Beard, of New 
York, that the effective, moving, vitaliz- 
ing work of the world has been done be- 
tween the ages of 25 and 40. and that 
above the latter age, men are compara- 
tively useless. Subtracting, he said, in 
science, in literature, and in art, the work 
of the men above 40, we should be, not- 
withstanding the loss of a few scattered 
treasures of great price, practically where 
we are today. It would be an incalculable 
benefit, he argued, in commercial, in po- 
litical, and in professional life, if men 
stopped work at 60 years of age, 

The most vigorous period of human 
life in &ts entirety is obviously between} 
25 and 40 years of age, but to say that 
men above the latter age are compara- 
tively useless, is to fly in the face of the 
biographical dictionary. Much of the best 
work of the world has been done by 
men over 40, and we should by no means 
stand where we are, but would be back 
in thé twilight ages if bereft of what 
they have accomplished.

Even now life is frequently pro- 
Jonged to 100 years, for the centenarians 
are not the rarae aves they were at one 
time supposed to be, 

Some Centenarians. 

Among the deaths registered in’ Eng- 
land and Wales in 1903, fifty-three were 
of neputed centenarians, of whom seven- 
teen were males and thirty-six females. 
In 1901 and 1902 the number had been 
sixty-one and fifty-six respectively. Al] 
these cases had been made the subject 
Of special inquiry, and in each there 
were grounds for believing that the age 
stated was correct. They seem to in- 
validate Professor Ray Lankester’s view 
that centenarians are monstrosities com- 
parable with persons who have attained 
gigantic stature, for giants are not so 
humerous, and, moreover, centenarians 
are a8 a rule remarkable for ‘their health 
and vigor, whereas giants almost inva- 
riably exhibit signs of pathological weak- 
ness. In fhe year 1903, 4,946 men and 
7,685 women—1!2,63! persons—died in 
England and “Wales at ages exceeding 
eighty-five, and of these a considerable 
proportion were nearly but not quite 100 
years old when they passed away. 

The tables have been turmed upon Sir 
George Cornwall Lewis and M. Thomas. 
It is certain that a century of life can 
be attained, and attained in health and 
vigor. In the same number of the 
“Times” for June 20 last there was re- 
corded the death of Mrs, May Parsons, 
of Shaftsbury, aged 104, and the cele- 
bration of her 104th birthday by Mme. 
Roland, of Seneffe; who witnessed the 
battle of Waterloo. A few days later 
came the report of a public speech by 
Mr. Hilder, in his 103d year. We are 
justified in holding that, given favorable 
conditions and barring accidents, that 
is the norma] duration of man’s life, the 
g0al which we should hold in view, and 
at which, if we guide our footsteps 
aright, an ever-increasing number of men 
and women should arrive. 


Prolonging Death.

ONDON, August 5.—The world !s 
talking of the possibility of peace 
at last between Japan and Russfa, 

and the first question that arises in these 

discussion is as to the amount that Rus- 
sia would be called oupn to pay to her 


conquerors by way of indemnity. There 


is full precedent for saying that the 
Japanese have a right to not less than 
£100,000,000 with a few pieces of land. 
thrown in as their ‘price for the cessa- 
tion .af the hostilities which are play- 
ing such sad havoc with Russia. There 
is a consensus of opinion that if she 
agreed to take anything less than this 
large sum, which is generally mentioned 
as being the probable amount of her 
claim, she would be setting Russia off 
very cheaply. 


Thts is said with reason to be the 


greatest, most terrjble, and particular-. 


ly most costly war that the world has 
ever known; but during the life times 
of many of us £200,000,000 and lots of 
land have had to be paid by one coun- 
try to another as <he price of stopping a 
dreadful war. Japan will, therefore, at 
the beginning at all events, very likely 
suggest that she should have an hon- 
erarium of £100,000,000 for all the trou. 
bie she has ween put to in asserting her 
rights in Korea and Manchuria. Hven 
if she got a check for such a sum it is 
to be feared that she would find there 
was very little, if any, profit. . 

Japan was inclined to make China pay 
pretty heavily for the peace that was 
grant@a to Her at last at the end of the 
previous big war in the Far East. The 
war was a cheap one, and she had an 
idea of raking in £100,000,000 from the 
Celestiais, and using the profits to get 
ready for the present war against Rus- 
sia. However, the latter power ityeif 
took the lead in intervention between 
the conqueror and the conquered, with 
the result that Dai Nippon had to be 
content with £37,000,000 and a few
